U.W. campaign fails its goal

“The Day After’’ and the debate afterward were 
fascinating television. Last night's well-made film 
about a future nuclear war already has sparked 
much helpful disc! on by citizens. 

Our objections are-peripheral: The seript writer 
said he had tried to use it to advance the “nuclear 
freeze” movement. Advance copies of the movie did 
get into. the hands of freeze advocates here and 
overseas weeks ago. And the broadcast was timed 
immediately before key votes on deployment of 
missiles in Kurope. 


‘Phe Day After" introduced viewers to several 
fictional families and showed what happened to 
them when massive bombs exploded. '*H hour" was 
8:13, the midpoint of the 22-hour program. 

The missile exchanges supposedly ruined most of 
the U.S. and Russia but the focus of the film we 
Lawrence, Kan., 40 miles west of Kansas City. T' 
metropolis itself was obliterated by two mushroom- 
shaped “suns” and the university community of 
Lawrence suffered heavy loss of life and agonizing 
suffering. : 

Individuals were shown being vaporized or con 
sumed by flames, with others blinded or subjected 
to radioactive fallout. No one who watched it would 
argue that a nuclear war would make any sense 
But continued existence of weapons to deter the 


Soviet Union is still logical during the period when 
the superpowers are negotiating mutual armament 
reductions 

Madmen, terrorists, accidents and misreading of 
intentions were cited as major worries. It was sug 

ed that one side might launch deadly missiles in 

se them or lose them” approach once convinc 
ed, perhaps mistakenly, that the other side was 
about to bomb it. 

The balanced debate on ABC-TV brought out the 
importance of stable world relations; the need to 
prevent proliferation of nuclear war capability to 
more than the nine countries now believed to 
possess it; and the value of making Russia and 
others acutely aware that reckless adventurism 
would lead to mutual destruction 

When only one nation had atomic bombs, in 1945, 
they were utilized and thousands died. Since the 
world achieved a “balance of terror’ involving 
much more powerful devices, they have not been us: 
ed 

‘The current “give peace a chance’’ deployment 
debate in Great Britain and West Germany is too 
simplistic, regardless of one's viewpoint or motive 
Disarmament must continye to be sought, but not on 
a one-sided basis. lest pursuit of the goal of peace 
result in just the opposite, war, in worldwide tyran 
ny, or in the end of the human race

Bankruptcy laws are confusing to many

A Chapter 7 Bankruptcy, also known as a straight 
bankruptcy Court in the district where the bankrupt 
lives or where he maintains his principal place of 
business Asa result of filing a straight bankruptcy. 
the debtor is released from paying most of his debts, 
although there are some debts which are not 
dischargeable. Thes non dischargeable debts in- 
clude taxes due within the last three years. debts for 
alimony or child support, and debts for student 
loans. 

It has been the experience of this office that there 
is a great deal of confusion regarding how often an 
individual can file bankruptcy. Generally speaking. 
a discharge in bankruptcy can only be granted in a 
straight bankruptcy case every six years 

There also is frequently uncertainty as to whether 
both a husband and wife should file bankruptcy 
jointly In general. both should file together if there 
ire debts jointly owned by both. If both spouses owe 


certain debts and only the husband files. the 

creditors have every right to still pursue the wife. In 
this situation, they may try to harass the wife into 
paying the debt 

People contemplating bankruptcy also frequently 
operate under the misconception that they will lose 
all their personal property if they file. This is not 
true in most cases. The state of Illinois provides for 
certain exemptions which allow the bankrupt to pro- 
tect much of his property. The bankrupt can protect 
up to $7,500 of equity in his home an up to $15,000 if a 
husband and wife file gogether. The bankrupt also 
can protect all of his necessary wearing appzrel. up 
to 2,000 in any personal property. and $1.200 in any 
one motor vehicle. 

Another area of confusion involves the question as 
to whether the news of an individual's bankruptcy 
will be published. Local newspapers do not usually 
report consumer bankruptcies. Legal newspapers 
may report this information, but these are not read 
by the public at large 

Finally. many people iiquire as to whether they 
can continue to pay some of their debts after filing 
bankruptey. Many bankrupts feel a sense of loyally 
to certain creditors and wish to honor some of their 

obligations after all debts are dicharged. A bankrupt 
can continue to pay certain creditors on an informal 
basis after filing. If there is no formal reaffirmation 
agreement approved by the bankruptcy court, the 
debtor can discontinue these payments at any time 
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Under much protest from some English 
citizens. the United States last week began deploy- 
ing missiles on Great Britian.

In 1969, the lease with the first 
client, Bulk Services, was signed 
Later, the port purchased the Bi- 
State docks for $730,000, paying 
$73,000 a year for 10 years, interest 
free. “That deal established us as 
the port district on this side of the 
river,”’ Robertson recalled. 

Subsequent additions included a 
$2,750,000 bulk loading facility, the 
addition of the Apex Oil facilities 
and I,H. Joseph pellet plant, a new 
$500,000 port office building and, in 
1977, the designation of part of the 
port and a warehouse nearby as 
Foreign Trade Zone 31, which 
enables customers to store imported 
items duty-free until they leave the 
zone, thus improving cash flow for 
businesses. 

IN 1983, the Chrysler assembly 
plant in Fenton was designated a 
Foreign Trade Subzone, 314% and 
recently the former Chrysler truck 
plant reopened to produce Chrysler 
New Yorkers, also within a trade 
zone. 

Recently, the port received an 
$895,000 Economic Development Ad- 
ministration (EDA) grant for track 
and rail improvements, and the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers has given 
its approval to building a second $24 
million harbor just-north of the cur- 
rent port on the Chain of Rocks 
Canal. 

“These are the signs of the dedica- 
tion of men, who, without salar, 
served to make the port possible, 
Robertson said. 

TODAY, the port operates 
within 5,000 feet of harbor space and 
handled in excess of three million 
tons of product last year. That com-

Total employment is said to be 
between 300 and 400, divided about 
evenly between aluminum and 
magnesium. 

Initially known as Standard Steel 
springs, the plant was sold in the 
late 1940s to Dow Chemical Co., 
which installed huge magnesium ex- 
trusion equipment 

Use of that metal did not become 
as widespread as Dow had hoped. 
and aluminum production was used 
to supplement the magnesium work. 

PHELPS-DODGE later acquired 
the plant and there was a merger in 
1971 with Consolidated Phelps- 
Dodge retained a 40 percent share of 
the local ownership but sold that to 
Consolidated in 1980 

Consolidated is owned by 
‘Alusuisse of America, part of the 
Swiss conglomerate, Alusuisse 
Group. Its overall aluminum pro- 
duction is regarded as comparable 
in size to that of Reynolds, Alcoa and 
Kaiser. 

Access to the 11%acre site is 
through North Venice, at College 
‘and Weaver streets, but the bulk of 
. the property is in the City of Madison 
as well as the Madison school 
district, For years, the plant was a 


major element of Madison's proper 
ty tax base 

Employment in its prime years 
exceeded 1,500 and was at the 900 
level during the early portion of Con- 
solidated's operations. 

IN A TALK to Granite 
Rotarians in November 1982, 
William Aronson, plant manager, 
noted that aluminum ingots were be 
ing processed into sheets, plates and 
extrusions for the aerospace and 
defense industries 

Magnesium was being processed 
for shipment to a plant that 
manufactures luggage frames and 
water heater anodes 

Consolidated modernized and ex- 
panded its rolling mill in Madison in 
recent years, including a $5 million 
project in the early 1980s, and plann- 
ed further mechanical im- 
provements this year to meet 1984 
production needs 

Goal was to become established in 
the beer and beverage can market, 
making end stock for lids, Aronson 
said

Davis issues statement on school attendance 


B. J. Davis, superintendent of the 
Granite City School District, recent- 
ly issued a statement outlining the, 
importance of school attendance for 
students. The statement reads as 
follows: 

“The school administration has 
long recognized the importance of 
regular school attendance as one of 
the most important habits that a stu- 
dent may develop for success, not 
only in school, but in the world of 
work later in life, 

“However, regular school atten- 
dance must be fostered by the 
parents, the schools, and the entire 
community, as well as the student 
accepting responsibility in his life to 
attend schodl to learn about his 
culture and to develop skills to 
enable him to get a job. 

“The government of our city 
recently expressed its concern for 
some students who are not able, for 
whatever reason, to make them- 
selves regularly attend school, by 
passing a city ordinance which has 
been published in the paper at an 
earlier date. This ordinance has the 
potential of filing a complaint 
against a parent for their child’s‘ir- 
regular attendance. 

“Tf found guilty, a fine could be in- 
eurred. Every community resource 
which the student may need will be 
explored first. The goal of the school 
administration is to offer the 
students the education they deserve. 

“Elementary school children who 
miss a great number of days of 
school, usually miss part of the foun- 
dation of their basics in reading and 
math. Eventually, each day, they 
become more discouraged because 
they are now behind all of their 
friends. They experience the feeling 


could drop out of school and still 
have some job opportunities 
“However, in our present 
economic climate, a student without 
a high school diploma has a nearly 
impossible task in finding a job 


Many of these students then become 
a community problem with nothing 
constructive to do with their time 
and energy 

“The administration of the school 
system wants to keep them in school 


and is committed to doing so, first by 
trying to solve the problems of non- 
attendance. However, if that ap 
proach is rejected, the city or- 
dinance will beyused,"” Davis con- 
cluded:
